Sir  Auckland  Geddes  Says  Government's  Policy 

Would  Base  Peace  on  Stern  Justice— Mr. 

Winston  Churchill  Speaks  of  Sea  Power 

and  Railway  Nationalization. 


LONDON,  Dec.  5. — David  Lloyd  George,  the  Prime  Minuter, 
tonight  in  the  election  campaign,  gave  a  restatement  of  his  policy. 
In  it  he  declares  that  the  men  responsible  for  the  war  cannot  escape 
because  their  heads  ware  crowned,  hot  that  they  must  ha  triad  by  an 
international  court.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  also  declared  himself  in  favor 
of  the  expulsion  and  exclusion  of  all  enemy  aliens. 

Sir  Auckland  Geddes,  president  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  Director  of  National  Service,  m  a  public  address  said  the  Jine  of 
policy  advocated  by  the  coalition  government  was  a  peace  which,  so 
far  as  the  enemy  powers  were  concerned,  should  be  based  on  stern 
justice,  and  so  far  as  those  man  who  planned  and  started  the  war  were 
concerned,  should  he  founded  on  justice  of  the  nature  meted  out  in 
the  highest  courts  of  the  land.  Such  men  as  the  former  German 
Emperor,  Enver  Pasha  and  the  former  rulers  of  Bulgaria  and  Austria, 
would  be  placed  on  trial,  and  if  found  guilty  their  fives  should  be 
forfeited.  .  , 

"Man  guilty  of  unspeakable  atrocities  upon  our  prisoners  and 
upon  the  civilian  inhabitants  of  the  invaded  lands,"  he  continued, 
"must  stand  trial,  and  if  they  are  condemned,  must  suffer  death." 

The  British  Naval  authorities  'have 
decided  that  It  wilt  be  unnecessary  to 
demand  the  return  of.' Heligoland  to 
Great  Britain  from  Germany,  Win- 
•ton  Spencer  Churchill,  the  Minister 
of  Munitions. ,  announced  In  a  speech 
at  Dundee  last  night.  ,  Mr.  Churchill 
also  said  the  Government  had  decid- 
ed upon  the  nationalisation  of  the 
railways. 

"We  enter  the  peace  conference," 
said  Mr.  Churchill,  "with  the  abso- 
lute decision  tout  no  limitation  shall 
imposed  to  our  right  to  maintain 
our  naval  defence.  We  do 'not  intend, 
no  matter  what  arguments  and  ap- 
peals  are  addressed  to  us,  to  lend 
ourselves  In  any  way  to  any  fettering 
restrictions  which  will  prevent  the 
British*  Nrv,v  maintaining  its  well- 
tried  and    well-deserved    supremacy." 

Mr.  Churchill's  announcement  re- 
garding the  nationalisation  of  the 
railroads  has  stirred  up  the  greatest 
Interest  here.  No  details  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's policy  have  yet  been  made 
public 

"I  am  still  in  the  dark;  I  know  no 
wore  than'  the  newspapers  have  pub- 
lished," a  prominent  railway  official 
told  the  Associated  Press. 

The  public  is  eagerly  awaiting  the 
specific  programme  to  be  announced. 

DUNDEE.  Dec.  6— The  British  rep- 
resentatives at  the  peace  conference 
will  demand  general  and  absolute 
abolition  of  conscription  throughout 
Europe.

Pronounced  Tremors  Reported 
...From  Vancouver  and  Nanai- 
mo — Less  Noticeable  in  Vic- 
toria and  Its  Neighborhood, 


VANCOUVBR,  Dee.  •.—This  city 
was  violsntly  shaken  by  an  earth 
tremor  at  lt:45  this  morning.  The 
tremors  appeared  to  be  from  south  to 
north,  and  the  convulsions  lasted  for 
a  fall  two  minutes.  A  distinct  rum- 
bling wee  heard  during  the  period  of 
the  quake.  Occupants  of  tall  build- 
ings were  noticeably  affected  by  the 
•Tsturbanee.*  being  seised  with 
nausea. 

The  shock  waa  felt  in  all  parts  of 
the  city,  many  people  being  awa'kened 
by  the  tumbling  of  furniture  and  die- 
located  dishes  on  pantry  shelves. 
Many  rushed  from  their  beds  and 
homes,  fearing  that  the  buildings 
were  coming  down  about  their  heads. 

Newspaper  offices  were  besieged 
with  telephone  calls  from  frightened 
householders  under  the  impression 
that  a  great  explosion  had  occurred, 
perhaps  on  the  water  front

Tentative  recommendations  as  to 
how  the  process  of  demobilisation  and 
post-war  reconstruction  should  be 
carried  out  with  the  least  amount  of

Mr.  Kingham,  who  presided,  out- 
lined his  recommendations  In  the  fol- 
lowing  statement: 

"At  a  council  meeting  of  the  Vic- 
toria Board  Of  Trade,  held  on  the 
20th  Ultimo,  a  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed to  organise  a  rehabilitation  or  re- 
construction committee  or  group,  for 
the  purpose  of  conferring  with  any 
other  such  group  which  has  been 
formed  or  may  be  formed  in  Canada 
for  the  purp  se  of  studying  the  prob- 
lems which  have  developed  by  rea- 
son of  the  war  In  connection  with 
the  sailors,  soldiers  and  nurses  re- 
turning to  civil  life.  If  similar  groups 
are  organised  throughout  Canada  a 
policy  may  be  formed  that  will  not 
only  meet  the  problems  but  will  also 
express  e  united  public  opinion 
throughout  the  country. 
Reconstruction 

"In  my  opinion  It  W1U  be  necessary 
to  create  throughout  the  Dominion 
small  groups,  representing  different 
phases  of  activity  and  opinion  Includ- 
ing representatives  of  the  returned 
soldiers,  of  capital,  production  and 
labor,  for  the  purpose  of  studying  to- 
gether the  problems  arising  from  the 
war  and  making  suggestions  for  the 
solution  of  these  problems  whloh  have 
arisen. 

"In  view  of  this  feet,  these  are  my 
reasons  for  suggesting  the  formation 
of  a  rehabilitation  or  reconstruction 
committee.  This  committee  should  be 
thoroughly  representative,  but  not 
large  enough  to  be  unwieldy.  Similar

British  Ships  Sunk  With  Crews 
Number  2,475,  While  3,147 
Were  Destroyed  and  Their 
Crews  Left  Adrift.    ,

LONDON,  Dee.  5—  During-  the  war 
1.4TB  British  ships  were  sunk  with 
their  crews  and  1,147  vessels  were 
sunk  and  their  crews  left  adrift,  ac- 
cording to  a  statement  by  Sir  Eric 
Geddes,  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
In  an  address  In  support  of  a  fund 
by  the  women  of  the  Empire  to  erect 
a  memorial  to  British  merchant  sea- 
men. Fishing  vessels  to  the  number 
of  670  had  been  lost  during  the  per- 
iod of  hostilities,,  and  the  merchant 
marine  service  Mad  suffered  casual- 
ties exceeding  15,000  men,  Sir  Eric 
edded. 

During  the  same  period  vessels 
totalling  10,849,627  tons  were  con- 
structed and  enemy  tonnage  totalling 
2,392,675  was  captured,  making  a  net 
loss  of  tonnage  during  the  war  of 
1.811,684.  «  ■  ►  . 

The  world's  total  losses  of  mer- 
chant tonnage 'from  the  beginning 'of 
the  war  to  the  end  of  October,  1918, 
by  enemy  action  and  marine  risk  was 
15,053,786  gross  tone,  according;  to 
official  announcement  issued  tonight.

RAILWAY  TIE-UP 
IS  THREATENED

LONDON,  Dec.  5.— The  commandants  of  the  notorious  German 
camps  of  the  Hanover  command  who  subjected  British  officers  tg  ' 
gross  indignities  and  brutal  treatment  have  been  exposed  in  the  latest 
report  of  Sir  Robert  Younger,  judge  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  and 
his  committee,  which  has  been  dealing  with  the  treatment  of  British 
prisoners  of  war. 

The  committee's  report  says  it  is  not  the  great  events,  involving 
at  least  one  case  of  homicide,  and  which  will  receive  special  attention 
on  some  other  occasion,  that  the  true  significance  of  the  German 
horror  is  to  be  found,  but  the  petty  tyranny  constantly  exercised; 
the  punishment  of  men  for  so-called  off enses,  needless  restrictions  end  - 
the  overbearing  conduct  of  the  German  administration. 

The  report  says  that  in  1917  General  von  Haenisch,  in  charge  o* 
the  prison  camps,  carried  out  a.  system  of  coercion  In  conjunction  with 
Captahu  Niemeyer,  twin  brothers,  commandants  respectively  at  Hols- 
minden  and  KalusthcL 

General  von  Haenisch  is  termed  an  unreasonable  and  cruel  man, 
endowed  with  a  violent  temper.  He  took  every  opportunity  to  curtail 
anything  which  would  make  the  prison  life  less  irksome..  He  called 
the  prisoners  dogs  and  pigs,  as  also  did  General  Pavlovski,  inspector- 
general  of  the  Hanover  command.

PARIS.  Dec.  6.— The  King  of  the 
Belgians  and  his  Queen  have  entered 
many  reconquered  cities  In  their  own 
kingdom  lately — Bruges,  Ghent.  Brus- 
sels and  Liege,  which  have  been  freed 
from  the  .German  yoke — but  It  waa 
left  to  Paris*  unsullied  by  German  oc- 
cupation, to  give  the  monarchs  and 
the  Crown  Prince  a  greater  reception 
ea  far  ae  numbers  were  concerned. 

Arriving  in  Peris  today,  the  royal 
family  was  officially  received  by  Pre- 
sident Polncare,  Premier  Clemenceau 
and  members  of- his  cabinet,  other 
high  officials  and  members  of  the  dip- 
lomatic corps.  To  greet  the  visitors 
the  populace  aesemblde  in  large  num- 
bers along  the  Champs  Elysee,  In  the 
Place  do  la  Concorde  and  on  the 
bridges  over  the  Seine. 

In  the  drive  through  the  city  King 
Albert  was  seated  beside  President 
Polncare.  Queen  Elizabeth  rods  with 
the  wife  of  the  President,  and  P»  ince 
Leopold  was  accompanied  by  Premier 
Clemenceau.  All  along  the  route  the 
royal  party  was  accorded  an  enthu- 
siastic reception.  M.  Clemenceau  and 
Prince  Leopold,  chatting  pleasantly, 
attracted  nearly  ae  much  attention  ea 
the  President  and  the  King. 

At  the  gates  of  the  Qua!  d'Orsay 
Belgian  soldiers  of  the  stb  Division 
were  awaiting  to  be  presented  to  their 
King.  When  the  monarch  arrived 
they  unfolded  banners  bearing  the 
names  of  the  Forest  of  Hoothulst. 
Moorslede  and  other  places  they  had 
recaptured  from  the  Germans.  One 
young  Belgian  soldier,  keyed  up  with 
Joy.  said  to  the  Associated  Press: 

"This  has  been  a  bad  year  tor  kings, 
emperors  and  kaisers,  but  our  >  King 
need  not  worry." 

After  visits  to  the  Minlatery  of  For- 
eign Affairs  the  King  paid  a  formal 
call  upon  President  Polncare  at  the 
Elysee  Palace  and  later  attended  a 
reception  given  by  the  Belgian  colony. 

In  the  evening  a  dinner  la  honor 
of  the  Belgian  King  and  Queen  wee 
given  at  the  Elysee  Palace,  140  guests

RUPPRECHT  WISHED 

TO  END  WAR  IN  1916 


PARIS,  Dec.  6. — Reports  received 
from  Zurich.  Switzerland,  assert  that 
after  the  second  battle  of  the  Somme, 
in  1916,  Crown  Prince  Ruppreeht  of 
Bavaria  declared  himself  openly  In 
favor  of  an  In.  mediate  peace.

LONDON,  Dec  5.— The  political  sit- 
uation in  -Germany  continues  to  be  ex- 
traordinarily obscure,  says  the  Am- 
sterdam correspondent  of  the  Dally 
Express.  Everybody  seems  to  be 
quarrelling  with  everybody  «*l*e. 

Two  grave  dangers  -  appear  to  be 
confronting  the  new  republic  One  is 
the  separatist  movement  headed  by 
Kurt  Eisner,  the  Bavarian  Premier. 
The  other  danger  is  that  arising  from 
the  quarrel  between  the  Berlin  mili- 
tary soviet,  with  Its  majority  of  ex- 
tremists and  Bolsheviki,  and  the  Ber- 
lin executive  committee. 

"The  Government  urges  the  Allies 
to  bring  about  a  preliminary  peace 
some  time  in  January  and  before  Ger- 
many has  a  real  responsible  govern- 
ment." the  correspondent  adds.  "The 
whole  German  political  situation  is 
characterized  by  similar  contradic- 
tions. The  Germans  want  the  Allies 
to  treat  them  as  an  orderly  govern- 
ment, while  they  give  every  sign  of  ea 
early  shipwreck  in  anarchy."

MR.  McLEAN  REPORTS 
ON  CONFERENCE  WORK 

VANCOUVER,  Dee,  I.— Mr.  NoiV 
man  McLean,  a  well-known  business- 
man, who  represented  the  builders 
and  contractors  of  Vancouver  at  the 
recent  reconstruction  conference  at 
Ottawa,  la  home  again  today.  He 
wUl  make  an  official  report  next 
week. 

"Our  meeting  cannot  but  result  in 
great  good.  There  were  ltl  qf  us 
present  from  all  parts  of  Canada. 
We  discussed  more  than  three  hun- 
dred subjects,"'  said  Mr.  McLean 
today. 

The  underlying  principle  of  th* 
discussion,  he  continued,  waa  to  get 
the  country  back  from  a  war  to  a 
peace  footing  with  as  little  difficulty, 
unrest  and  dislocation  as  possible. 
The  Government  responded  well  «to 
the  demand  that  as  many  public 
works  he  commenced  as  possible,  and 
the  Government  will  use  Its  Influ- 
ence with  the  large  corporations  to 
inaugurate  large  wage-providing  im- 
provements. It  waa  widely  urged  at 
the  meeting  that  lowering  of  wages 
could  only  be  utpected  when  corres- 
ponding reductions  could  be  made  in 
the  present  high  coat  of  living.  Mr. 
McLean  called  on  Sir  Thomas  White, 
Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean  and  ether  min- 
isters on  the  question  of  what  British 
Cofumbla  could  expect  In  the  way 
of  order*  for  reconstruction  la 
Burope.  He  particularly  urged  that 
a  representative  from  thla  coast  he 
attached  to  the  trade  commission 
now  with  Sir  Robert  Borden  in 
England. 

The  Ministers  agrees  to  take  np 
the  question  by  cable  with  Premier 
Borden. 


One  of  Lady  Flndlay's  sons,  who 
was  only  18  years  of  age  was  killed 
la  action  *t  Hooge.  near  Tpres,  In 
1*11.

Lady  Flndlay  was  In  London  when 
war  was  declared.  She  has  been  an 
active  worker  for  the  New  Zealand 
Red  Cross  society  and  the  New  Zea- 
land contingent  association. 

"I  have  really  nothing  to  say  about 
my  experiences  in\Lohdon,"  said  Lady 
Flndlay.  "They  were  the  same  as 
many  thousands  of  other  women 
there  and  In  this  country  as  welL 
A  mother's  feelings  In  these  times 
are  the  aame  the  world  over."

— Throughout  the 
last  four  years.  Turks,  acting  under 
the  orders  of  the  pommlttee  of  Union 
and  Progress,  have  done  their  best  to 
ruin  Turkey,  and  have  succeeded  "ex- 
tremely well,"  says  the  Constantinople 
correspondent  of  The  Morning  Post. 
Three  million  persons,  hs  says,  have 
been  massacred,  and  another  million 
la  on  tbe  verge  of  starvation. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  Ottoman 
Empire,  the  correspondent  continues, 
has  been  parceled  out  amongst  differ- 
ent races,  and  what  remains  is  a  total

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"In  the  first  days  after  the  armis- 
tice Germans  and  Austrlans  still 
crowded  the  capital.  Most  of  these 
now  have  been  deported.  It  im  worth 
noting  that  Count  von  Bernstorff,  the 
former  German  Ambassador  at  Wash- 
ington, left  hie  post  at  Constantinople 
the  day  after  the  armistice  was 
signed.  However,  his  satellites  re- 
main, still  plotting. 

"On  the  declaration  of  war  Turkish 
ideas  of  desecration  ran  riot.  Chris- 
tian cemeteries  within  and  without 
the  city  were  uprooted..  The  tombs 
of  British  soldiers  at  Galllpoli  re- 
cently had  been  desecrated  via  an 
abominable  manner.    , 

"It  seems,  in  fact,  that  the  Turks 
during  the  past  four  yean*  have  dob* 
everything  to  outrage  the  feelings  of 
the  Allies,  and  in  that  they  have  been 
ably  seconded  by  the  Germans." 

SALONICA,  Dee.  6.— M.  Kanzan- 
dian,  an  Armenian  and  former  officer 
of  high  rank  in  the  Turkish  navy,  on 
his  arrival  here  today  declared  that 
German  and  Turkish  statistics  which 
he  saw  in  Constantinople  in  1916 
showed  that  1,396,360  Armenians  had 
been ,  deported,  and -of  that  number 
1,056,550  had  been  massacred. 

Thanking  the  Greek  Government 
for  its  sympathy  with  the  cause  of  the 
Armen.ans,  he  said  the  Greeks  and 
Armenians  should  combine  their 
efforts  against  Turkish  oppression.

It  le  in- 
tended to  exculpate  the  former  Crown 
Prince  at  the  expense  of  anybody  else 
who  happened  to  hs  convenient." 

The  Liverpool  Poet  In  an  ironlo 
editorial  say*: 

"The  Crown  Prince  ha*  been  shriv- 
ing his  soul  to  an  American  inter- 
viewer, and  his  confession  ought  real- 
ly to  humble  us  all.  To  think  how  we 
slandered  this  brave  and  honest  pa- 
triot, the  one  man  among  the  German 
ruling  class  who  seems  to  have  per- 
ceived the  ghastly  wickedness  of  this 
war." 

"You  English  clamor  to  get  father 
and  me  away  from  Holland.  We  are 
down  and  out,  and  my  father  is  a 
broken  man.  Isn't  that  enough  punish- 
ment?"- tile  former  German  Crown 
Prince  said  in  an  interview  on  the 
Island  of  Wierengen,  where  he  is  In- 
terned, with  a  correspondent-  of  The 
Daily  Mirror. 

Frederick  William  added  that  hs  al- 
ways favored  an  agreement  between 
England  and  Germany  and  wished 
them  to  work  together.-  A  number  of 
bis  best  friends  were  In  England,  and 
he  only  wlsbsd  hs  could  live  there  as 
a  private  citizen. 

"I  quarrelled  with  my  father  in  re- 
gard to  Great  Britain,"  he  continued. 
"I  told  Mm  th*  British  would  be 
against  us.  Be  never  believed  this, 
and  would  not 'take  Into  account  that 
possibility."

Australians  and  New  Zealand- 
ers  kiclirte  to  Approval  of 
Federation  Jdea'After  Peace 
%ttlement. 


SYJWJEY,  Australia.  Not,  1! 
(Cocffispondenco  of  the  A.sj.) — The 
pronouncement  by  Mr.  Arthur  J-  BeJ- 
fouf,  British  Secretary  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  that  Germany's  colonies  will 
not  be  returned  to  her  after  the  wsjt> 
revives  In  Australia  aud  New  Zea- 
land animated  discussion  of  tha  future 
of  all  the  Island*  In  the  Pacific  south 
of  tha  Bquator. 

Whatever  conclusion  la  reached  by 
the  Allies  at  the  peace,  conference  aa 
to  the  disposition  of  German  New 
Guinea  and  German  Samoa,  not  to 
mention  the  Marshall,  Carolina  and 
Ladrone  groups,  It  is  generally  ad- 
mitted that  an  entire  recasting  of  the 
various  administrations  of  the  British 
Islands  la  needed  to"  develop  their 
great  potential  wetltb.  afford  secur- 
ity for  trade  and  ensure  adequate  de- 
fence. 

It  is  believed  that  .a  federation  of 
all  the  British  archipelago  under  a 
central  authority,  having, Its  seat  of 
government  at  the  moat  convenient 
centre, 'will  eventuate  after  the  war. 

Thus,  In  affect  a  new  state  would 
be  created,  which  might  ha  called  the 
British  Pacific  Federation,  and  might 
be  administered  by  a  governor-general 
.or  high  commissioner.  Such  a  gov- 
ernor-general or  high  commissioner 
would  not  be  concerned  with  the  local 
governmental  affairs  of  any  particu- 
lar group,  but  with  the  federation  as 
4  whole.  He  might  bo  assisted  by  a 
council  composed  of  appointed  offi- 
cials, representatives  of  Great  Britain, 
Now  Zealand  and  Canada.  Local  tog< 
lalatures  could  under  ouch  a  scheme 
aS  this,  have  as  large  a  measure  of 
self-government  aa  compatible  with 
the  proportion  of  white  to  South  Sea 
Islanders  and  Asiatics,  Incapable  at 
present  of  self-government. 

It  is  pointed  out  here,  however,  that 
if  the  British  islands  are  federated, 
means  of  communication  between 
them  must  be  provided  in  order  that 
their  administration  and  general  wel- 
fare may  obtain.  Existing  steamer 
services  radiate  from  Sydney  In  Aus- 
tralia Snd  Auckland  in  New  Zealand, 
but  groups  served  by  any  one  line 
have  no  connecting  link  With  ad- 
jacent Islands  served  by  other  lines, 
or  with  China  and  India,  save  by  way 
of  Sydney.  ■     •    **  'v. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  now  wall 
known  fact  that  Just  prior  to  the  war 
Germany  was  engaged  in  -linking  up 
her  Pacific  Island  possessions  with  the 
East  with  a  view  to  monopoly  of  the

Private  Nelbauer  distinguished  him- 
self when  the  Rainbow  division  took 
Cots  do  Chatlllon  In  October,  by  stop- 
ping an  enemy  charge  against  a  ridge 
single-handed  with  his  automatic  af- 
ter all  others  of  hie  patrol  detach- 
ment had  been  killed  or  wounded.

LAND  SETTLEMENT 


The  Government  IS  acquiring  two 
land  settlement  areas,  one  in  the 
Bulk  lay  and  the  other  in^  the  Nechasb 
Valley,  which  are  eventually  toNfce 
thrown  open  to  those  who  wish  teen- 


another  matter  that  ehoold  bo  clearly 
understood.' 

We  mention  these  aspects  of  tho 
Land  Settlement  policy  hi  no  spirit 
of  criticism,  but  In  the  hope  a  clear, 
concise  statement  will  bo  laaued  by  the 
Land  Settlement  Board.  It  to  obvious, 
too,  that  there  should  bo  mora  attrac- 
tive facilities  offered  to  returned  sol- 
diers who  wish  to  acquire  land.  The 
latter  point  la  important,  in  view  of 
what  a  number  of  private  ovTnors  of 
land  are  doing  with  largo  holdings 
they  have  on  tho  route  of.  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway.  One  party  of 
returned  soldiers  has  already  entered 
into  an  arrangement  with  private 
owners  to  take  .over  l.ftftO  acres  of 
land  situated  on  the  Una  of  tho 
G.T.P.  Tho  land  to -being  bought  at 
lis  an  acre,  the  payments  to  bo 
spread  over  a  twenty-year  term.  The 
owners,  however,  have  undertaken 
that  the  flrat  year  payment  need  not  bo 
made,  nor  if  circumstances  do  not  per- 
mit need  the  second,  or  eves  the  third. 
so  long  as  the  interest  on  the  capital, 
which  is  at  the  rate  of  ft  per  cent,  la 
forthcoming.  It  is  also  provided  that 
if  the  returned  soldiers  experience  a 
bad  year,  or  bad  ysara,  through 
weather,  or  for  other  reasons,  tho 
payment  of  the  capital  Instalment  can 
be  postponed.  Moreover,  the  sellers 
of  the  land  have  offered  to  advance 
money  to  the  settlers  to  purchase 
stock.  The  rate  of  Interest  on  tho  loan 
to  to  be  «  per  cent,  the  sols  desire  of 
the  sellers  being  to  render  all  possible 
assistance  In  securing  good  settlers.' 
These  terms,  when  closely  examined. 
seem  more  advantageous  than  those 
proposed  by  the  Government,  espe- 
cially as  the  land  can  be  entered  upon 
at  once,  whereas  It  appears  much  de- 
lay will  take  place  before  intending 
settlers  can  take  up  holdings  in  the 
settlement  areas  being  set  aside  by  the 
Land  Settlement  Board.  The  latter 
does  not  seem  to  have  made  any 
provision  for  assisting  the  geturaed 
'soldiers  tn  purchasing  stock!,  although 
the  Government  has  done  this  In  the 
case  of  other  farmers,  and  within  the 
past  year. 

The  aspects  of  land  settlement  to 
which  we  particularly  desire  to  draw 
attention  are  those  which  affect  re- 
turned soldiers.  It  to  true  the  Fed- 
eral Government  to  going  to  advance 
leans  and  work  is  co-operation  with; 
the  Provincial  authorities  In  settling 
returned  men  on  the  land.  What  la 
wanted  at  this  time  to  a  definite,  clear- 
cut  policy,  which  will  dovetail  the 
programmes  of  tho  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial Governments  In  this  regard. 
All  the  matters  to  which  we  have 
alluded  should  be  made  plain  so  that 
those  who  desire  to  go  on  the  tend 
can  do  so  without  delay.  Many1  re- 
turned soldisrs  have  been  unable  to 
And  out  exactly  Where  land  can  be 
secured,  how  soon  they  can  get  pos- 
session of  it.  and  the  price  it  will  cost 
When  this  to  the  ease  It  means  that 
potential  settlers  are  being  lost  to  the 
Province,  for  these  men  cannot  afford 
to  wait  until  the  Government  has  tho 
lands  available  for  immediate  entry 
and  hen  settled  upon  the  price  at 
which  they  ere  to  be  sold.

It  Is  the  spirit 
of  tho  people  that  enables  them  to 
do  anything,  and  It  to  that  upon  which 
all  ultimate  policies  depend.  The 
people  of  Britain  are  heartily  sick 
of  party  strife.  So  are  the  people  of 
Canada.  Tho  day  of  the  "politician*," 
la  the.  aigniflcsnee  in  which  the  term 
is  known  In  this  land,  it  it  has  not 
pasasd  to  swiftly  passing,  Just  as  in 
England  tho  school  known  as  Man- 
chester Liberalism  will  soon  be  only 
a  memory.  The  new  spirit  of  the 
peoples  everywhere  Is  demanding  a 
lasting  settlement  of  all  matters  that 
have  remained  In  dispute,  and  they 
want  that  settlement  to  be  based  on 
truth  and  Justice.  The  day  to  coming 
when  politics,  so  far  as  that  phrase 
to  used  to  define  the  lTnee  of  de- 
marcation between  contentious  fac- 
tions, will  bo  no-  more.

Not  often  does  a  visiting  pianist 
with  such  modest  advance  notices  give 
each  genuln*  pleaure  to  Victoria  con- 
cert-goers as  did  Mrs.  Gwendolyn 
Lewis,  a  Seattle  artist,  at  the  recital 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Ladies'  Mu- 
sical Club  last  night.  She  proved  a 
generous  as  well  as  a  gifted  musician, 
aa  although  aha  waa  advertised  for  six 
numbers,  none  of  them  unambitious, 
■she  responded  graciously  to  encores, 
adding  at  least  four  more  of.  almost 
equally  pleasing  character.  Everyone 
waa  charmed  with  her.  playing,  and 
.the  hope  waa  expressed  that  she  will 
at  some  future  time  consent  to  return 
and  favour  muetc-lovers  hero  with  an 
exhibition  of  her  talent. 

Mrs.  Lewis  is  a  mistress  of  tech- 
nique, bul  so  far  excels  In  this  that 
moat  of  the  time  she  leaves  her  audi- 
ence conscious  only  of  the  spirit  of  the 
music.  Her  interpretative  power  at 
well  developed,  and  both  in'  the  poetic 
and  dramatic  aha  has  a  fine  gift  of 
expression.  In  her  Chopin  numbers 
she  showed  fine  liquid  tone,  compo- 
sure marking;  her  rendering  of  the 
Chopin  Nocturne  in  E  major,  and 
delicacy  and  rhythm  the  valae  in  ▲ 
flat.  The  Moskowski  Valae  in  S 
major,  in  the  opening*  part  of  which 
the  left  hand  carries  the  theme,  waa 
brilliantly  played,  but  for  the  last 
group  were  reserved  perhaps  two  at 
least- of  her  finest  numbers,  the  Llsst 
Rhapsodic  No.  2  and  the  charming 
Grieg  Nocturne  which  she  played  as 
an  encore.  The  melancholy  which 
weaves  its  way  through  ao  much  of 
the  former  composer's  work,  even 
when  the  theme  is  so  riotously  Joyous 
aa  part  of  this  rhapsodic  Is,  was  re- 
flected In  the  player's  rendering,  and 
her  almost  "masculine"  style  of  ex- 
pression and  big  tone  made  this  one 
of  her  greatest  contributions. 

Miss  Eva  Hart  and  Mr.  Davies  gave 
the  remaining  numbers  on  the  pro- 
gramme. The  latter,  In  fact,  open- 
ed the  concert  with  a  flute  solo,  "By 
the  Forest  Brook,"  and  at  once  show- 
ed himself  a  finished  artist  with  an 
unusual  fine  sense  of  pitch  and  purity 
of  tone.  Miss  Hart  and  he  were  In 
perfect  accord  in  the  lovely  melody, 
"  Thou  Charming  Bird"  from  David's 
"Pearl  of  Brazil."  the  rich  bird-like 
quality  of  the  singer's  voice  being 
echoed  by  the  flautist  in  this  seduc- 
tively beautiful  air.  A  second  song;, 
this  time  about  a  "Bachelor  Owl,"  waa 
the  gifted  vocalist's  encore,'  and  In 
this  prettily  humourous  romance  of 
the  feathered  gentleman  of  limited 
notes  she  showed  herself  as  happily 
interpretative  in  ability  aa  in  the  more 
gracious  and  florid  melody  which  had 
preceded  it.  Her  singing  of  the  Gou- 
nod Serenade  was  delightful,  Mr. 
Davies  playing  the  slight  but  effec- 
tive flute  obligate  One  of  Landon 
Ronald's  most  satisfactory  and  pleas- 
ing songs,  "Down  in  the  Forest."  waa 
her  encore,  and  waa  sung  to  the 
faultless  accompaniment  furnished  ay 
Mrs.  J.  R.  Green  at  the  piano. 

Mrs.  Green  also  played  the  accom- 
paniment for  Mr.  Davies'  flute  group 
opening  with  the  Miles'  Andante  Pol- 
acca,  followed  by  two  encores.  An 
easy  aasured  style  and  crlspness  of  at- 
tack and  continuity  of  tone  are  char- 
acteristics which  contributed  a  great 
deal  to  make  of  the  flautist's  numbers 
selections  which  proved  warm  favor- 
ites with  the  audience.  Mrs.  Grey's 
accompaniments  for  the  vocal  num- 
bers with  flute  obligate  were  an  im- 
portant part  In  the  success  of  the  con- 
cert, which  as  a  whole  waa  of,  a  very 
high  order  and  earned  for  Mrs.  R. 
Balrd,  convener,  and  the  Ladles'  Mu- 
sical Club' a  great  deal  of  praise.

groups  are  being  formed,  I  under- 
stand,  in  some  of  the  Eastern  cities. 
This  committee  should  make  It  plain 
that  it  is  connected  with  no  political 
party,  and  seeks  to  serve  no  Interests 
except  those  which  are  local  and 
national — the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee acting  in  a  purely  personal 
capacity. 

"I  believe  the  creation  of  a  minis- 
try of  reconstruction  which  will  be 
effectively  co-ordinate  and  further 
Government  action  in  Canada,  in  the 
same  manner  aa  la  already  the  ease 
in  Great  Britain  and  ss  is  projected 
in  the  United  States  of  America. 

"The  problems  of  reconstruction 
are  of  two  kinds:  First,  those  of  de- 
mobilisation and  employment,  and 
economic  and  human.  The  economic 
problems  can  he  more  easily  stated 
than  the  human,  but  both  are  vitally 
Important  ,

some   measure   of  satisfaction  to  the 

sailor  and  soldier? 

"First,  that  the  sailor  and  soldier 
be  returned  without  expense  to  them- 
selves, to  their  own  homes  or  to  any 
point  In  this  country  which  they  may 
choose;  second,  that  eaeh  man's  pa- 
pers be  forwarded  one  month  In  ad- 
vance of  his  discharge  to  any  trade 
union  and  to  the  employment  ex- 
change in  any  town  of  this  country 
which  he  may  select;  third,  that  a 
year's  unemployment  Insurance  be 
granted  him.  I  would  even  go  further 
and  say  no  man  should  be  discharged 
untfl  he  has  been  found  employment. 
'  "I  would  suggest  the  principle  of 
state  Insurance  against  unemploy- 
ment, already  In  effect  In  other 
countries,  should  be  Investigated  in 
Canada.  The  period  of  demobilisa- 
tion is  one  full  of  immediate  danger, 
and  the  suggestions  I  have  made  for 
dealing  with  it  ehould  he  carefully 
considered. 

"The  war  has  taught  ths  national 
need  for  efficiency  of  method  and 
Cor  wide  co-operation  in  Industry,  t 
understand  preparations  already  are 
being  made  which,  owing  to  the 
proved  advantages  of  co-operation. 
are  tending  towards  great  cembina- 
tlons  or  even  towards  unification  into 
national   Industries.

"I  would  suggest  the  formation  of 
sub-committees:  A  committee  on  de- 
mobilization, tabulation,  and  employ- 
ment, to  take  up  the  three  sugges- 
tions above  named  and  any  other 
pertinent  subjects;  agriculture— land 
and  natural  resources;  industrial  and 
distribution,  lumbering,  mining  and 
fisheries;  earn  of  soldiers'  depend- 
ents, and  the  political  and  industrial 
status  of  women,  health  and'  hous- 
ing. This  committee,' I  would  sug- 
gest, should  be  composed  of  women"

After  reading  ths  statement  Mr. 
Klngham  read  a  newspaper  clipping 
pointing  to  the  serious  problems  that 
facs  ths  country  following  the  ter- 
mination of  the  employment  of  thou- 
sands of  women  in  various  branches 
of  war  work.  He  laid  stress  upon  the 
Importance  of  appointing  competent 
organisations  to  look  after  such  a  sit- 
uation should  It  arise  in  this  section 
of  Canada.  The  economic  status  of 
women  would  undoubtedly  be  one  of 
the  biggest  poet-war  problems  before 
the  nation,  he  said. 

Capt.  George  McGregor,  referred 
to  that  part  of  Mr.  King-ham's  state- 
ment regarding  the  Importance  of  re- 
taining men  In  the  army  until  work 
could  be  found  for  them. 

"What  we  must  look  for,"  he  said, 
"is  eagerness  on  ths  part  of  returned 
soldiers  to  leave  the  army  as  soon  aa 
ft  is  possible,  whether  there  Is  em- 
ployment open  for  them  or  not. 
These  men  will  force  themselves  on 
the  community.  The  matter  of  get- 
ting: Government  pay  will  be  subor- 
dinated by  them  to  their  longing  to 
take  off  the  uniform." 
-  Mr.  O.  A.  Kirk  claimed  that  such 
■a  situation  could  and  should  be  obvi- 
ated by  the  means  suggested  in  the 
statement,  namely,  by  retaining  all 
men  in  the  army  until  employment 
for.  them  waa  assured..  Otherwise 
they. would  become  a  charge  on  the 
country.

Major  W.  B.  Shaw  suggested  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  deal 
specifically  with  pensions.

Sergt. -Major  Thomas  DUlon  Cur- 
tis, third  son  of  Capt.  J.  D.  Curtis,  R.

'   MISSED  THE  POJtilT. 

Premier  Ollrrr     Not     Sattaried     With 

Reply  of  Sir  Thomas  White  to 

His  Query. 

•  .  .  . 

In  response  to  his  telegram  sent  on 
Wednesday  to  Sir  Thomas  White  urg- 
ing that  the  federal  government  ac- 
cept the  principle  that  It  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  any  losses  arising  out  of 
the  proposed  national  housing  scheme 
where  It  Involves  the  provision  of 
homes  for  returned  men  and  their 
dependents.  Premier  Oliver  yesterday 
received  the  following  from  Sir 
Thomas: 

"if  better  housing  plans  are  pro-' 
perly  carried  out  there  should  be  no 
loss.  Suitable  lend  bought  at  today's 
low  prices  should  become  more  valu- 
able In  the  future,  and  any  deprecia- 
tion of  buildings  should  be  more  than 
provided  against  by  amortisation  pay- 
ments. The  Province  or  Municipality 
which  will  have  control  of  administra- 
tion should  bear  any  lees  which  might 
possibly  occur,  as  they  will  be  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  plan  through  Im- 
proved local  Industrial  conditions.  The 
municipality  will  also  have  the  bene- 
fit of  Increased  taxable  property.  The 
Dominion  Government  Is  making  a 
very  substantial  contribution  la  the 
rate  of  Interest  at  which  it  offers 
money  to  ProvlneJa!  Governments  as 
our  leans  cost  us  mors  than  five  and  a 
halt  per  cent.'* 

It  Is  '  Premier  Oliver's  contention 
that  the  province  should  share  re- 
spoaelbility  only  in  eases  ether  than 


returned  men.  any  loss  as  Incurred  In 
the  esse  of 'these  latter  falling  upon 
the  federal  government  under  the 
scheme  whereby  the  Dominion  will 
make  loans  to  the  provinces  to  be  re- 
loaned  to  the  munlclpaUtlea,  though 
upon  the  provinces  rests  the  responsi- 
bility for  repayment  and  for  any  loss— 
Incurred. 

While  British  Columbia  Is  willing  to 
accept  sack  responsibility  in  the  ease 
Of  those  not  returned  men  or  their 
dependents,  it  is  the  Premier's  con- 
tention that  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
th  e  Dominion  to  look  after  the  soldiers 
and  soldiers'  dependents. 

As  Sir  Thomas'  wire  did  not  make 
this  point  clear  the  Premier  again 
wired  yesterday  as  follows:  "Tour 
night  letter  does  not  say  If  you  will 
bear  lorn.  If  nay,  in  connection  with 
the  housing  of  returned  soldiers." 

Yesterday  Premier  Oliver  received 
a  communication  from  the  secretary 
of  the  Minister  of  Naval  Services  to 
the  effect  that  regulations  are  now 
being  promulgated  providing'  for 
a  more  adequate  clothing  allowance  to 
sailors  on-  discharge.

LONDON.  Dec.   W.— The  Duke     of 

Grafton,  head  of  the  Fltiroy  family.

army,  is  dead.     H*  was  ninety-seven 

.years  old.

The  late  Duke  was  hern  In  1121, 
the  son  of  the  fifth  Duke  of  Graf  ton. 
Ke  succeeded  his  brother,  the  sixth 
D»k<  in  ISIS.  Aa  Lord  Charles 
Kltxiuy  he  entered  the  80th  Rifles 
and  later  transferred  te  the  Cold- 
stream Guard*.  He  served  in  the 
Crimean  war,  being  severely  wound- 
ed at  the  battle  of  Inkerman.  In 
ISIS  he  retired  from  the  army  with 
the  rank  of  general.  The  Duke  was 
equerry  to  Queen  Victoria,  1849  to 
ISIS,  end  after  hie  accession  was 
honorary  equerry  to  King  Edward 
and  King  George.  The  Earl  of 
Euston  is  his  sen  and  heir.

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The  signing  of  the  armistice  has 
ones  more  brought  to  the  fore  dis- 
cussion as  to  the  possibility  of  an 
early  revival  of  International  lawn 
tennis.  Considerable  thought  has  at 
various  times  been  given  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  continuing  the  great  series 
for  the  Davis  international  challenge 
cop  when  peace  once  more  ruled  in 
the  world.  The  question  that  has 
been  debated  is  as  to  how  far-  and 
with  what  propriety  the  United  States 
Lawn  Tennis  Association  might  offer 
Its  offices  end  suggestions  towards  the 
issuing  of  challenges  and  of  holding 
matches  next  seaapn.  It  is  the  under- 
standing that  England  will  be  will- 
ing to  take  a  hand  in  it.  also  South 
Africa.  This  would  mean  that  there 
would  be  a  three-cornered  contest  at 
least  to  bring  forth  the  challenging 
nation.  j 

■  The  things  that  have  inspired  all 
of  this  consideration  are  due  to  the 
interest  that  was  created  by  the  in- 
ternational service  matches'  which 
Were  decided  in  aid  of  war  charity 
funds  en  the  course  of  the  Queen's 
Club,  London,  last  July,  In '  which 
Major  William  A.  Larned  led  a  team 
that  represented  the  United  States. 
There  is  no  question  as  to  securing 
players  ready  and  willing  to  revive 
the  historic  matches  and  possessed 
of  sufficient  ability  to  make  them  of 
International  interest  Provided  the 
preliminary  negotiations  can  be  sat- 
isfactorily entered  Into,  it  would  be 
a  certainty  that  by  next  March  at 
least  three,  and  possibly  four,  nations 
might  be  counted  upon  to  compete. 

By  this  arrangement  the  prelimin- 
ary international  ties  to  determine 
the  challenging  nation  could  very 
properly  be  staged  during  the  Sum- 
mer season  in  England  and  America. 
Basing  the  working  out  of  the  plan 
On  what  has  gone  before,  it .  would 
give  the  Australasians  ample  time 
to  prepare  for  the  great  challenge 
matches.  In  other  years  these  have 
always  been  decided  either  in  late 
November  or  early  December  on 
courts  in  Australia.  All  of  those  who 
would  be  likely  to  take  part  would 
certainly  be  available  before  the  ac- 
tual matches  were  held.       < 

It  has  been  argued  that  In  all  prob- 
ability Norman  Brookes,  who,  with 
the  late  Anthony  Wilding,  won  the 
cup  for  the  Australians  in  1914,  would 
be  In  a  position  to  lead  a  defending 
team.  The  prospect  of  Brookes  par- 
ticipating is  based  upon  the  fact  that 
he  has  competed  against  Japanese 
players  In  Ceylon  and  the  Orient  dur- 
ing the  past  year  In  aid  of  the  Red 
Cross.  As  the  Australian  defence 
stands  on  paper  at  the  present  time, 
it  would  appear  that  it  would  be 
sufficiently  formidable  to  make  a 
brave  showing,  and  likely  a  success- 
ful one,  against  any  challenging  team 
that  might  be  .brought  against  it.

From  the  early  days  of  the  prise 
ring  the  Irish  were  considered  among 
the  best,  if  not  the  greatest,  fighters 
In  the  world. 

Nearly  all  visitors  to  Ireland  make 
a  trip  to  the  Curragh  of  Klldare,  and 
the  man  who  drives  his  jaunting  car 
always  points  to  Donnelly's  Hollow, 
where  the  famous  Donnelly-Cooper 
fight  took  place  in  1815. 

The  Irish  tell  you  that  never  before 
or  since  has  there  been  a  champion  to 
compare  with  their  Dan  Donnelly. 

Even  today  where  the  the  ring  was 
pitched  In  the  hollow  there  are  monu- 
ments of  marble  which  bear  On  their 
face  tales  of  Dan's  great  battles  and 
of-  his  arrival  and  departure. 

These  stories.  In  poetry  and  prose, 
told  by  the  great  historians  and  poets 
of  that  far-away  time,  tell  of  the 
splendid  deeds  of  both  winner  and 
loser.  In  some  places  the  stones  are 
chipped  and  broken  by  vandals  of  the 
long  age,  who  wanted  a  souvenir  of 
the  first  great  prise  fight  ever  fought 
in  Ireland.

CRICKET  IMPROVEMENT 


Open  Meeting  at  Belmont  Mouse 
Passes  Resolutions  With 
View  to  Bettering  Conditions 
of  the  Game, 


The  meeting  held  last  night  at  the 
Belmont  Building,  at  which  all 
cricketers  and  all  cricket  lovers  la 
the  city  were  asked  to  be>  present 
was  not  very  largely  attended,  but 
those  present '  made  up  for  their 
paucity  of  numbers  with  an '  evident 
sincerity '  In  their  deliberations  on 
points  connected  with  the  better- 
ment of  cricket  and  cricketing  con- 
ditions in  Victoria. 

Colonel  Cunllffe  took  the  chair,  and 
In  his  opening  remarks  paid  a  glow- 
ing tribute  to  the  men  who  had  left 
the  cricket  fields  of  Victoria  and  the 
Island  to  "play  the  game"  on  the 
Held  of  battle.  He  stated  his  belief 
that  a  larger  percentage  of  cricket- 
ers than  of  active  participants  In 
any  other  line  of  sport  had  answered 
their  country's  call,  and  answered  It 
promptly  when  first  It  came,  many 
of  whom  would  return  no  more. 
The  debt  owed  to  those  who  had 
fallen  on  the  field  of  honor  could 
never  be  repaid,  but  the  cricketers 
who  had  remained  at  home  and  had 
carried  on  the  game  with  a  load  of 
fearful  anxiety  on  their  minds  for 
the  last  four  years,  now  happily  re- 
lieved by  the  victorious  sndlng  of 
the  war,  owed  It  to  their  comrades 
who  would  be  soon  returning  that 
they  should  find  conditions  bettered 
for  them  on  the  cricket  fields,  as 
elsewhere. 

The  meeting  proceeded  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  various  items  In  order 
after  a  few  words  from  Mr.  Payne, 
president  of  the  league,  who  spoke 
of  the  formation  of  the  league  in 
1914  and  the  work  it  had  .done  to 
keep  cricket  going  during  the  war, 
and  the  work  still  remaining  for  It 
to  do  to  improve  conditions. 

Junior  Cricket 

The  first  Item  on  the  agenda  for 
discussion  was  "More  encouragement 
for  Juniors."  Nothing  very  definite 
resulted  from  the  debate  at  this 
point,  but  an  interesting  statement 
came  from  Mr.  Oerald  Cross  to  the 
effect  that  the  principal  of  the  Vic- 
toria High  School  had  promised  him 
that,  his  school  would  have  a  team 
next  season.  It  was  pointed  out 
that.  In  order  that  the  Juniors  might 
be  properly  grounded  In  the  game, 
it  would  be  necessary  for  senior 
players  to  give  their  services  as 
coaches. 

The  formation  of  an  Umpires' 
Association  was  the  subject  of  con- 
siderable discussion,  which  crystal- 
lised Into  a  motion,  proposed  by  Mr. 
C.  St.  Barbe  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Oerald  Cross  "that  an  Umpires' As- 
sociation be  formed"  and  another

taken  place.  In  the  little  village  of 
Ham,  too,  there  has  been  encounter 
after  encounter  within  hut  a  few 
short  weeks.  This  section  also  was 
visited  by  Mr.  Griffith  and  his  band 
of  players  In  their ,  work  of  securing 
scene*  for  "Hearts  of  the  World," 
Mr.  Griffith's  great  drama  of  the  war. 
coming  to  the  Royal  Victoria  for  one 
week,  commencing  Monday  next,  Deo. 
9th.   twice   daily. 

It  has  been  Just  nineteen  months 
since  David  Wark  Griffith  first  sat 
foot  on  French  soil  to  begin  the  tak- 
ing of  the  130,000  feet  of  film  that 
he  secured  for  his  latest  screen  tri- 
umph. The  entire  province  of  Pic- 
ardy was  visited  again  and  again  In 
the  varloue  tours  of  the  Griffith  par- 
ty, and  the  blood-soaked  ground  of 
the  village  of  Ham  ie  the  exact  locale 
where  many  of  the  most  important 
scenes  were  enacted  for  "Hearts  of 
the  World."

Elkingtons  mission  to  the  oity  con- 
cluded on  Wednesday,  and  he  has 
now  gone  on  to  Oregon  and  Califor- 
nia before  returning  to  his  home  In 
Philadelphia. 

Accompanying  him  here  was  an- 
other member  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  Mr.  Walter  Smedley.  They 
same  to  Canada  for  the  special  pur- 
pose of  looking  Into  ths  condition  of 
the  Doukhobors,  a  people  for  whom 
they  have  a  special  sympathy  and  in- 
toreet  because,  ss  Mr.  Elklngton  ex- 
pressed It,  *they  have  a  conscience, 
and  are  willing  to  suffer  for  the 
things  which  they  believe."  Inci- 
dentally, neither  ths.  Society  of 
Friends  nor  the  Doukhobors  believe 
1*  war.  This  gives  them  one  special 
tenet  in  common.  But  it  was  not  on 
this  account  that  the  Friends'  inter- 
est in  the  Doukhobors  first  began. 
Their  motive  was  purely  philanthro- 
pic It  was  because  ths  Doukhobors 
were  a  persecuted  people. 

The   history   of  the   flight   of     the 
Doukhobors  from  Rusea  has  been  oft 
reiterated.     Twenty  years  ago  Friends 
of    England   and    Philadelphia     who 
were   deeply  Interested   In   the  cause 
of   these   people   assisted   them  from 
Europe  to  Canada,   helping  them   to 
the  extent  of   $20,000,  and  also  for- 
warding them  IS  carloads  of  food  to 
tlds  them   over  the  first  and  second 
Winter*  that  they  were  fn   the   new 
land  on  thia  aids  of  ths  Atlantic. 
Why  to  Canada 
"Why  did  they  bring  them  to  Can- 
ada?.   Because  Canada  bad  more  land 
than  any  other  country  to  offer  them; 
because   Canada  was  willing  to   give 
them   exemption  from   military  serv- 
ice.    This   last   th*  Dominion   prom- 
ised  them   without   any   Intercession 
from  the  Friends  or  other  outside  In- 
terests.    Ths   thing  was   agreed   be- 
tween Canada  and     the  » Doukhobors 
direst,-  explained  Mr.  Elklngton. 

This  was  ths  basis  of  the  terms 
of  Immigration.  The  Friends  have 
retained  their  Interest  to'  the  Douk- 
hobors. Mr.  Elktngton's  father,  Mr. 
Joseph  S.  Elklngton,  took  a  keen  In- 
terest In  their  welfare,  and  twice  at 
Che  Invitation  of  the  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment came  up  to  Saskatchewan  to 
talk  to  this  Immigrant  people  who 
had  corns  Into  the  prairies  to  settle, 
but  who  were  evidently  at  that  time 
<1«  years  ago)  showing  a  disposition 
to  go  on  pilgrimages  and  to  prove 
troublesome  by  not  onformlng  set 
quickly  aa  they  should  have  dons  to 
ths  laws  and  customs  of  their  adopt- 
ed country. 

"They  had  so  leader."  added  Mr. 
Elklngton.  He  went  on  to  toll  of 
his  own  growing  Interest  In  this  peo- 
ple. Ms  has  frequently  come  up  to 
ess  then-  community  settlements  In 
Saskatchewan  and  British  Columbia. 
On  the  last  visit  hs  has  been  to  Stat 
of  their  communities.  Hs  hsd  s  long 
consultation   with    Peter    Verigen. 


"In  my  talk  with  Peter  Verigen  I 
tried   to   convince   him   of  ths   great 
necessity   there      is     for     Doukhobor 
children  to  be  educated  In  Canadian 
schools  and  by  the  Canadian     school 
system.  He  showed  sdrolt  opposition. 
His  Is  an   unenlightened   solicitude— 
but,   I   believe,   a  very  sincere   solici- 
tude for  all  that     What  we  want  1* 
an  enlightened  solicitude.     After  see- 
ing these  people  this  time  I  sm  three 
.tbnes  as  much.  In  heart  about  their 
future  as  I  wss  when  I  left  home  a 
month  ago."  -  ' 

Mr.  Elklngton  Is  evidently  very 
much  more  favorably  impressed  with 
the  condition  and  promising  future 
of  the  "Independent"  Doukhobors.  who 
are  not  under  th*  leadership  of  Peter 
Verigen.  as  of  those  who  are  "of  ths 
flock."  They  are  more  self-reliant 
and  progressive.

A  Little  Varnish  or  Wax  Will 
Work  Wonders  in  Changing 
the  Appearance  of  Neglected 
RoomSi 


T*e  kMM  that 
wm«  floors  that  havs  lost  all  claim 
to  th«  tltlo  of  attractiveness  la  for- 
tenets  indeed.  Unfortunately  tns 
owner  of  such  floor*  does  not  usually 
know  what  treatment  to  apply  to 
them,  and  consequently  experiments 
with  various  preparations  which  pro* 
due*  only  temporary  Improvement. 

Floor  rennlshine;  la  a  perplexing 
problem  to  anyone  but  a  painter. 
So  varied  are  the  condition*  to  be 
mot  with  that  no  set  rules  will  apply 
In  every  case.  Bach  floor  presents 
a  study.  In  Itself  and  moat  he  pros- 
cribed for  and  treated  as  such. 

On  the  basis  of  wide  practical  ex- 
perience in  finishing  floors  some  of 
the;  more  jtdmmon  floor  conditions 
are  given  below,  with  sucvestions  as 
to  the  proper  methods  of  treatia* 
them.   . 

Ths  most  prevalent  and"  trouble, 
soma  typo  of  floor  Is  that  from  which 
the  flush  has  worn  In  spots.  This 
always  occurs  when  traffic  Is  heavy. 

Sin  halls, doorways  and  the  frequent- 
used'  passageways  through  dif- 
ferent rooms.  Ths  main  portion  of 
tba  fWof  la  usually  In  excellent  con- 
dition while  these  spot*  are  glaringly 
conspiesena.  It  Is  difficult  to  "patch 
up"  ouch  places  and  retain  a  uni- 
form appearance  over  the  whole 
floor. 

The  boot  method  Is  to  Coat  such 
spots  with '  floor  varnish  first,  and 
then  varnish  the  entire  floor.  If  the 
spots  are  particularly  bad.  It  la  ad- 
visable to  apply  two  costings  of  floor 
varnish  flrst  before  doing  the  entire 
surface.  .„.  i — .. 

Old  varnished  floors  which  are 
spotted  nn4  worn  cannot  bo  restored 
by  the'  application  of  any  additional 
coating.  The  only  remedy  is  to  re- 
move the  old  finish  entirely  with  paint 
and  varnish  solvent  and  then  reflnsm 
the  wood.  If  the  work  la  thoroughly 
done,  the  floor  will  be  practically  the 
name  as  new. 

When  It  la  desirable  to  change  the 
color  of  a  floor  another  treatment 
can  bet  employed.  For  example,  we 
will  say  that  a  natural  or  light-color- 
ed' floor  shows  considerable  wear,  and 
that  the  owner  wishes  to  reflnlsh  It  In 
a  darker  shade,  either  dark  oak. 
mahogany,  or  walnut.  The  surface 
should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the 
worn  spots  should  be  touched  up  with 
varnish  stain  or  stain  finish  of  the 
shade  selected.  Then  one  or  two 
coats  should  be  applied  over  the 
whole  floor. 

An  ordinary  wood  floor  (not  hard- 
wood)  which  has  lost  its  original 
finish  and  worn  rough  and  "silvery" 
■Jew  not  warrant  the  expense  of  re- 
moving what  remains  of  the  old 
finish.  Floors  of  this  type  ehould  be 
given  a  coat  of  ground  color,  then 
grained  and  finished  with  a  heavy 
coat  of  varnish  stain.  A  good  hard- 
wood floor  Is  almost  a  priceless  pos- 
session; Never  attempt  to  grain  It 
>M  floors  of  cheap  materia] 
possess  little  or  no  natural 
gram  ehould  be  grained.  This  method

Old  Waxed  Floors 

A  waxed  floor  requires  more  fre- 
quent renewing  than  does  a  varnished 
one,  bat  the  process  is  less  difficult 
Wax  gyres  a  film  different  from  that 
of  varnish,  and  one  that  never  chips 
Under  the  most  abusive  treatment. 

When  a  waxed  floor  shows  wear  it 
simply  requires  a  new  coating  of  wax. 
In  the  esse  of  a  floor  which  has  an 
accumulation  of  many  old  coatings, 
It  In  advisable  to  wash  these  off  with 
turpentine  and  apply  two 'new  coats. 
•f*la  also  cleans  and     lightens     the 

■pots  that  are  worn  can  be  treated 

by  applying  fresh  wax-  without  re- 
senting the  entire  floor.  Such  places 
win  not  stand  out  conspicuously,  ss 
»  tte  case  of  a  varnished  surface. 

To  change  from  a  wax  to  a  varnish 
Bash,  wash  off  all  wax  coatings  with 
turpentine,  and  then  apply  two  coats 
Of  high-grade  floor  varnish.

Frem  the  sanitary  standpoint,  if  no 
other,  a  floor  should  have  all  cracks 
filled  and  then  be  finished  or  painted, 
according  to  Its  quality  and  the  usage 
ft  Is  likely  to  receive. 

No  matter  hew  elaborately  decora- 
ted walls  and^beiiings  may  he.  or  how 
expensive  the  furnishings,  unless 
floors  are  In  keening,  the  total  effect 
of  the  room  is  spoiled.  No  other  part 
of  the  home  receives  the  same  relent- 
less and  constant  subjection  to  dust 
dirt  water  sad  wear  aa  floors.  While 
floor  finishing  materials  are  made  to 
withstand  such  conditions  to  a  1*07 
markable  degree,  reasonable  precau- 
tions should  be  taken  to  ensure  even 
wear  on  all  parts  of  the  floor. 

A  hardwood  floor  will  grow  more 
beautiful  with  age  if  given  the  oppor- 
tunity, end  the  care  that  Is  expended 
on  it  will  amply  repay  the  slight  effort 
necessary. 

'  If  the  housewife  will  regard  her 
floors  in  the  same  light  as  her  china 
and  silver,  and  the  man  of  the  hause 
as  his  wearing  apparel,  they  will  soon 
acquire  the  habit  of  caring  for  their 
floors  and  will  And  In  their  Improved 
appearance  compensation  for  the 
trouble.

la  the  Koran  Mohammed  lays  down 
the  rule  that  la  especially  associated 
with,  the  domestic  lite  or  the  Arabs. 
"Marry  what  seems  rood  to  yon  of 
women,  by  twos,  or  threes,  or  fours, 
or  what  your  riant  hand  possesses. 
If  ye  still  (ear  that  ye  shall  not  aet 
equitably,  then  marry  one  only." 

This  somewhat  unprecise  advice  has 
■riven  rise  to  much  comment,  and  the 

subject  Is  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
Mohammed  himself  has  eleven  lawful 
wives,  and 'that  he  permitted  mutah 
or  temporary  alliances — almost  the 
greatest  blot  upon  his  moral  code. 
But,  In  practice,  the  difficulties  sug- 
gested by  this  large  permission  are 
almost  non-extotent.  Except  the  very 
rich,  the  Arab  is,  as  a  rule,  mono- 
gamous. He  is  compelled  to  provide 
a  separate  establishment  for  each 
wife,  and  the  law  -  imposses  strict 
impartiality  in  his  treatment  of  them 
under  the  severest  penalties  in  ths 
next  world.  But  the  real  reason  that 
keeps  him  from  giving  more  than 
one  women  the  legal  position  of  a 
wife  is  the  pandemonium  that  is 
sooner  or  Utter  as  inevitable  In  his  life 
as  it  would  be  in  an  Englishman's. 

Although      marriage     is     held     by 
Mohammedans    to    be    divinely    com- 
manded for  every  man,  the  Founder 
was   not    himself    disposed   to   regard 
women  as  the  cause   of  much   hap- 
piness.    Up  to  the  age  of  SS  he  had 
contented    himself    with    the    elderly 
and  faithful  Khadljah.  and  doubtless 
meant  It  when  he  wrote,  "I  have  not 
fielt  any  calamity  more  detrimental  to 
mankind  than  women."     In  his  later 
years   he   found    in   Ayesha   his   most 
perfect   companion,    and    the    tender, 
sensible  nurse  and  his  last  illness,  and 
his  opinion  or  the  other  sex  seems  to 
have  undergoe  some  change.    At  least 
it  stands  to  his  credit  that  by  his  laws, 
he  secured  for  It  Important  rights  of 
property,  and  gave  it  a  firmer  position  . 
as  a  wife  >han  Arab  women  had  en- 
Joyed  before.     But  there  was  to  be  no 
doubt    as    to -the    subjection    of    the 
woman  to  the  man,  and  it  was  from 
one    of   Mohammed's   dicta « that   the 
practice  arose  of  secluding  women  In 
carefully  shut-off  parts  of  the  house 
and  of  veiling  them  when  from  home. 
Home  Idfe 
Apart  from   this  matter     of     sea* 
lusion,  the  life  of  women  of  the  richer 
classes  In  the  Bast  Is  very  similar  to 
that  of  any  equal  grade  of  women  in 
Europe.    They  do  not  feel  the  loss  of 
what  they  have  never  had,  and  there 
Is  even  a  tendency  to  regard  a  well- 
educated,  clever  women  as  not  quite 
as  respectable  a  member  of  society 
as   her  stupid   and      home     keeping 
neighbour.      For    topics    of    conversa- 
tion in  the  harem  there  are  always 
children,   servants,    and   scandal,   and 
the  consumption  of  sweets  and  sickly 
sherbets  whiles  away     such     leisure 
hours  as  their  very  limited  domestic 
duties  do  not  require.     It  is  a  narrow 
and  unhealthy  life,  but  It  is  respec- 
table.     Some  few  classes   ot  "Women, 
such   as   the   Persian   Kurds,   or   the 
very  poorest  everywhere,     make     no 
attempt  to  veil  themselves  from  the 
gase   of  strangers;   and   the  strictest 
observance  or  seclusion  does  not  pre- 
vent women  attaining  to 'considerable 
Influence,    both    •political    and    indus- 
trial.   A  good  deal  of  work  has  been 
done    among    Indian    Mohammedans 
to  give  women  behind  the  purdah  a 
better   system   of   nursing,   and   some 
legal  assistance  in  dealing  with  their 
own  property.    But  there  has  scarcely 
been  the  chance  hitherto  to  do  much 
with  the  populations  of  Arab  towns, 
and  any  such  education  Is,  of  course, 
more  difficult  still  among  the  shirting 
tribes    or   Arabia    proper,    and     the 
wastes  of  Mesopotamia. 

It  has  to  be  confessed  that  the 
romance  so  often  associated  .  with 
Arab  life  has  little  enough  Justifica- 
tion in  fact.  Probably  an  Arab  wo- 
man is  the  least  romantic  of  her  .sex. 
Life  is  either  bard  and  unending  work 
or  a  sentence  or  empty  days,  in 
which  inane  gossip,  sweets,  and 
musical  boxes  supply  the  only  die- 
tractions  from  complete  ennui — yet 
the  Arab  woman  would  not  know  hew 
to  make  use  of  her  liberty  if  it  were 
given  to  her.  All  religious  are  es- 
sentially conservative,  but  Islam  de- 
fies the  world  in  this  matter.  At  a 
cost,  certain  women  have  from  time 
to  time  broken  away  from  the  tradi- 
tion of  seclusion  but  part  of  the  cost 
has  always  been  the  loss  of  future 
Influence  with  the  mass  of  their 
Mohammedan        sisters.  Example 

therefore  is  barred. 

It  will  perhaps  make  the  position 
of  Shiah  women  clearer  to  recall  the 
story  of  the  adventurous  young  deputy 
for  Hamadan,  who  dared  to -suggest 
In  the  Mejliss  that  women  should  be 
given  votes!

— The  launch- 
ing of  the  wooden  steamer  Antlnous 
will  take  place  at  the  wards' of  the 
Pacific  Construction  Company,  Oo- 
qultlam. on  Saturday  next,  according 
to  an  announcement  made  by  H.  R. 
Simpson,  manager  of  tho  yard.  The 
vessel  Is  a  full-powered  triple-expan- 
sion *asatn  cargo  boat  of  6.866  tons 
register  and  la  similar  In  construc- 
tion to  the  boats  of  the  Imperial 
Munitions  Board. 


By  the  death  of  Mtos  Agnes  B. 
Weston.  Q.B.H..  which  occurred  re- 
oently  at  the  Royal  Sailors'  Rest, 
Devonport.  the  personnel  of  the 
British  Navy  loses  an  estimable  wo- 
man, who  had  become  known  the 
world  over  aa  "The  Sailors'  Friend." 
Co-tncldentally  with  a  notice  of  her 
death  the  London  Daily  Mall  of  a 
recent  date  published  an  Interesting 
review  of  her  work  In  the  interests 
of  "Jack  Tar."     It  roads: 

The  daughter  of  a  barrister,  she 
was  born  In  London  in  1840.  but 
while  she  was  still  a  child  her  parents 
moved  to  Bath.  She  began  her 
philanthropic  work  In  1868.  when  she 
took  to  visiting  hospitals,  and  also 
to  Sunday-school  and  Band  of  Hope 
work,  following  this  up  by  visiting 
among  tbe  men  of  the  8nd  Somerset 
Militia.  All  this,  however,  was  but 
a  preliminary  to  the  great  labours 
of  her  life;  though  these  in  reality 
started  from  what  was  In  Itself  a  very 
small  Incident— namely,  the  writing 
of  a  letter  to  a  man  on  board  her 
Majesty's  ship  Crocodile,  who  had  lost 
his  mother,  and,  missing  the  letters 
she  used  to  send  to  him,  had  expressed 
a  desire  to  have  a  letter  from  some 
Christian  lady  who  would  write  to 
htm  instead.  Miss  Weeton  speedily 
had  similar  requests  from  other 
quarters,  and  the  applications  at 
length  became  so  numerous  that  she 
began  to ,  issue  a  aerlee  of  printed 
monthly  letters  to  the  Service.  The 
circulation  of  these  letters — known  as 
"Blue-backs,"  on  account  of  the  col- 
our of  their  covers — was  at  first  only 
a  few  hundred:  but  It  has  of  late 
years  Increased  to  over  half  a  million, 
including  a  special  Issue  for  boys. 

In  addition  to  this.  Miss  Weston  has 
been  known  to  write  10,000  personal 
letters  In  the  course  of  a  year  In  reply 
to  communications  from  officers  and 
men  in  the  British  Navy.  In  this 
way  her  letters,  printed  or  written, 
followed  the  ships  of  the  Navy  re- 
gularly to  every  part  of  the  globe, 
and  were  always  welcomed  with  the 
greatest  eagerness.  Then,  almost  at 
the  outset  of  her  work  for  the  Navy, 
Miss  1  Weeton  became  the  active 
superintendent  of  the  "Royal  Naval 
Temperance  Society,"  and  the  opera- 
tions of  this  body  have  since  then 
been  so  extended  that  they  are  said 
to  he  now  In  active  working  in  every 
ship  in  the  Royal  Navy. 

In  1876  Miss  Weston,  aided  by  her 
friend  and  helper,  Miss  Wlnta,  started 
a  "Sailors'  Rest"  in  Devonport,  be- 
ing convinced  ejhat  work  afloat  was 
not  sufficient,  and  that  the  provision 
of  a  "Rest"  where  a  sailor  \  could 
obtain  food,  a  bed,  healthy  recreation, 
and  all  the  comforts  of  a  temporary 
home,  was  the  only  practical  way  of 
keeping  him  from  yielding  to  the 
temptations  of  all  kinds  that  sur- 
rounded him  as  soon  as  he  put  his 
foot  on  shore.  The  Idea  that  "Jack" 
would  be  willing  to  substitute  tea  and 
coffee  |  for  the  orthodox  grog  was  at 
this  time  entirely  new,  and  Miss  Wes- 
ton related  that  it  was  at  first  regard- 
ed as  "a  crack  which  could  only 
exist  In  the  brain  of  one  of  two  mis- 
guided women."  But  the  "Rest"  was 
speedily  crowded  with  seamen,  exten- 
sions became  an  absolute  necessity, 
several  neighbouring  publlchouses 
Were  bought  up  and  their  sites  utilis- 
ed, and,  finally,  there  was  completed 
the  present  splendid  range  of  build- 
ings, which  stands  directly  opposite 
the  dockyard  gates  at  Devonport. 
Room  Furnished  by  Queen  Victoria 

The  large,  bright,  and  thoroughly 
cheerful  coffee  room  is  open  to  every 
one,  but  the  Institute  proper  Is  re- 
served for  seamen  and  marines,  and 
for  them  the  place*  Is  a  "home"  In 
the  truest  sense  of  the  word.  They 
can  not  only  have  their  meals  at  the 
"Rest,"  but  can  sleep  there,  take 
their  wlvea  and  children  there,  and 
spend  their  leisure  time  In  comfor- 
table smoking,  reading,  and  recrea- 
tion rooms.  Then  there  Is  a  large  hall 
for  gatherings  of  various  kinds,  and 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  one  of  the 
bedrooms  bears  the  inscription  "Given 
by  Queen  Victoria,  1806."  Her  Majesty 
having  aaked  Miss  Weston  to  accept 
from  herself  a  gift  toward  the  work 
which,  she  wad  pleased  to  saw,  that 
lady  had  "so  admirably  and  success- 
fully carried  out."  "Neva  I  Sociab- 
les," to  which  seamen  can  bring  their 
families,  are  a  feature  of  the  estab- 
lishment, and  there  are.  too,  tem- 
perance evenings,  lecture*,  evangelis- 
tic meetings,  workrooms  for  sailors' 
wives,  ambulance  classes,  etc.,  while 
the  institute  serves,  also,  as  the  head- 
quarters of  various  naval  clubs  and 
benefit  societies  which  formerly  met 
in  different  publlchouses. 

One  prominent  feature  of  the  work 
has  been,  however,  the  principle  of 
"No  coercion"  as  regards  the  tem- 
perance and  evangelistic  efforts  of 
Miss  Weeton  and  her  friends,  full 
allowance  being  made  for  the  Inde- 
pendent character  of  the  British  sea- 
man. A  branch  institute,  on  similar 
lines,  was  also  opened  by  Miss  Weeton 
at  Portsmouth,  and  It  was  her  boast 
that  from  neither  had  any  seaman 
ever  been  turned  away,  while  she 
estimated  the  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ings during  the  year  at  160,000,  with 
an  additional  50.000  at  the  Saturday 
night       temperance      entertainments. 

Received  Constant  Support 
I  All  those  were,1  undoubtedly,  great 
results  to  be  brought  about  by  two 
women — for  Miss  Weston  always  in- 
sisted that  the  name  of  Mis*  Wlnts 
should  be  coupled  with  her  own; 
but  the  practical  good  done  thereby, 
alike  to  Individual  seamen  and  to  the 
naval  Service  as  a  whole  waa  great. 
The  public  steadily  supported  her  with 
donations  amounting  In  the  aggregate 
to  a  very  large  sum.  In  May,  1*10. 
Mtos  Weston  received  the  King's  con- 
gratulations on  her  70th  birthday, 
and  In  May  two  years  ago.  when  an 
addition  to  the  Royal*  Sailors'  Rest 
was  opened,  his  Majesty  sent  a  mes- 
sage expressing  his  satisfaction  and 
his  certainty  that  tho  extension  would 
•benefit  the  men  of  the  Navy.  In  June 
of  -the  present  year  tho  decoration  of 
O.B.K.  was  conferred  upon  Mtos  Wee- 
ton. Mtos.  Weeton  was  n  frequent 
speaker  at  temperance  meetings  in 
various  parte  of  the  country.

SAYING  OVER  STEAM 


City  of  Portland  Demonstrates 
Its  Ability  as  a  Money  Make,r 
— Owner  Prophesies  -tearr 
Will  Disappear 

The  Charles  R.  McCormick  mo- 
torshlp  City  of  Portland  arrived 
at  Shanghai  on  Monday,  making 
the  run  from  Astoria  via  Honolulu 
In  thirty-five  days.  The' distance  was 
more  than  6000  miles  and  the  aver- 
age speed  was  about  seven  and  a  half 
knots.  According  to  the  officials  of 
the  McCormick  Company,  the  voyage 
has  demonstrated  that  under  normal 
pre-war  conditions  a  vessel  of  the 
Portland  type  Is  capable  of  operation 
under  the  closest  competition  and 
that  the  net  result  will  Indicate  a 
handsome  profit  with  the  present 
rates  cut  in  half  or  better. 

As  against  a  steamer  of  the  same 
displacement  the  Portland  record  to 
one  that  will  cause  the  shipping  men 
to  take  notice.  The  saving  in  fuel, 
men  and  the  Increased  amount  of 
freight  collected  because  of  the 
larger  carrying  capacity  of  the  mo- 
to'rshlp,  brings  Into  the  treasury  of 
the  owners  a  sum  slightly  more  than 
820,000  In  excess  of  what  would  have 
been  netted  If  the  vessel  had  been 
provided  with   oil-burning  apparatus. 

The  freight  money  collected  for 
transporting  2,000,000  feet  of  lumber 
Is  $87,000,  and  more  than  one-fifth 
of  that  sum  Is  saved  because  the 
Portland  to  a  motorshlp.  The  boun- 
ders on  the  Portland  have  given  the 
same  satisfactory  results  for  more 
than  one  year  without  breakdown  or
